VII. Objectives:

1. The contractor shall provide all labor, parts, materials, equipment, and supervision necessary to
remove existing Greenheck vane axial direct drive horizontal fan and replace with a new fan of same
size, characteristics and performance specifications.

2. The contractor shall turn over removal parts to VA.

3. Fan shall have cast aluminum, adjustable pitch airfoil blades, with cast-in high strength steel bolts
attached to a cast aluminum hub having a tapered bushing and streamlined hub cover.
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4. The inner shell motor mounting and guide vanes are integrally welded to the outer housing
providing a substantial all-steel weldment.

5. The housing flanges designed to support the unit in a duct by using matching companion flanges.

6. Motor leads extended through liguid-tight conduit to the outside of the housing for connection to
power supply. Power requirement shall be 480 volt, 3-phase, 100 horsepower or less.
7. Fan shall be equipped with ceiling mount vibration isolators.

8. Fan housings shall have heavy-gauge steel, continuously welded seam construction. Flanges shall
be integrally rolled from the fan housing. Flanges of aluminum construction shall be angle ring
construction. Flanges shall be designed to ensure housing concentricity, housing strength and permit
duct mounting. Guide vanes shall be integrally welded with the outer housing and shall be designed
to provide for maximum efficiency and pressure capabilities.

Fan shall be constructed of the following optional metal — Aluminum, Stainless Steel 304, Stainless
Steel 316.

9. The propeller shall be of SC64D cast aluminum with adjustable blades that are attached to a
SC64D cast aluminum hub and are dynamically and statically balanced. The propeller shall have a
streamlined hub cover and be attached to the shaft with a split taper lock bushing.

The propeller assembly shall be statically and dynamically balanced in accordance with
ANSI/AMCA 204-96 “Balance Quality and Vibration Levels for Fans” to Fan Application Category
BV-3, Balance Quality Grade G6.3. In addition, direct drive fan propellers shall be balanced on the

VANE AXIAL FANS

A. Standards and Performance Criteria: Refer to Paragraph, QUALITY ASSURANCE. The
requirements for AMCA listing and seal are waived.

B. Fan Housings: Hot rolled steel, one-piece design, incorporating integral guide vanes, motor
mounts, bolted access hatch and end flanges. Provide spun inlet bell and screen for un-ducted inlet
and screen for un-ducted outlet. Provide welded steel, flanged inlet and outlet cones for ducted
connection. Provide mounting legs or suspension brackets as required for support. Guide vanes shall
straighten the discharge air pattern to provide linear flow.

C. Impeller: Heat treated cast aluminum alloy incorporating airfoil blades. Impellers shall be balanced
statically and dynamically prior to installation on the shaft and as an integral unit prior to shipment.

The Government may require
repair or replacement of nonconforming supplies or reperformance of nonconforming services at
no increase in contract price. If repair/replacement or reperformance will not correct the defects
or is not possible, the Government may seek an equitable price reduction or adequate
consideration for acceptance of nonconforming supplies or services.

(b) Assignment. The Contractor or its assignee may assign its rights to receive payment due as a
result of performance of this contract to a bank, trust company, or other financing institution,
including any Federal lending agency in accordance with the Assignment of Claims Act (31
U.S.C. 3727).

The
Contractor shall proceed diligently with performance of this contract, pending final resolution of
any dispute arising under the contract.

(f) Excusable delays. The Contractor shall be liable for default unless nonperformance is caused
by an occurrence beyond the reasonable control of the Contractor and without its fault or
negligence such as, acts of God or the public enemy, acts of the Government in either its
sovereign or contractual capacity, fires, floods, epidemics, quarantine restrictions, strikes,
unusually severe weather, and delays of common carriers. The Contractor shall notify the
Contracting Officer in writing as soon as it is reasonably possible after the commencement of
any excusable delay, setting forth the full particulars in connection therewith, shall remedy such
occurrence with all reasonable dispatch, and shall promptly give written notice to the Contracting
Officer of the cessation of such occurrence.

The Contractor shall indemnify the Government and its officers,
employees and agents against liability, including costs, for actual or alleged direct or
contributory infringement of, or inducement to infringe, any United States or foreign patent,
trademark or copyright, arising out of the performance of this contract, provided the Contractor
is reasonably notified of such claims and proceedings.

(2) Items accepted. Payment shall be made for items accepted by the Government that have
been delivered to the delivery destinations set forth in this contract.

(2) Prompt payment. The Government will make payment in accordance with the Prompt
Payment Act (31 U.S.C. 3903) and prompt payment regulations at 5 CFR part 1315.

(5) Overpayments. If the Contractor becomes aware of a duplicate contract financing or

(A) Circumstances of the overpayment (e.g., duplicate payment, erroneous payment,
liquidation errors, date(s) of overpayment);

(B) Affected contract number and delivery order number, if applicable;
(C) Affected contract line item or subline item, if applicable; and
(D) Contractor point of contact.

(i) Provide a copy of the remittance and supporting documentation to the Contracting
Officer.

(6) Interest.

(i) All amounts that become payable by the Contractor to the Government under this contract
shall bear simple interest from the date due until paid unless paid within 30 days of becoming
due. The interest rate shall be the interest rate established by the Secretary of the Treasury as
provided in 41 U.S.C. 7109, which is applicable to the period in which the amount becomes due,
as provided in (i)(6)(v) of this clause, and then at the rate applicable for each six-month period as
fixed by the Secretary until the amount is paid.

(if) The Government may issue a demand for payment to the Contractor upon finding a debt
is due under the contract.

(iii) Final decisions. The Contracting Officer will issue a final decision as required by 33.211

(A) The Contracting Officer and the Contractor are unable to reach agreement on the
existence or amount of a debt within 30 days;

(j) Risk of loss. Unless the contract specifically provides otherwise, risk of loss or damage to the
supplies provided under this contract shall remain with the Contractor until, and shall pass to the
Government upon:

(2) Delivery of the supplies to the Government at the destination specified in the contract, if
transportation is f.0.b. destination.

(k) Taxes. The contract price includes all applicable Federal, State, and local taxes and duties.

(I) Termination for the Government's convenience. The Government reserves the right to
terminate this contract, or any part hereof, for its sole convenience. In the event of such
termination, the Contractor shall immediately stop all work hereunder and shall immediately
cause any and all of its suppliers and subcontractors to cease work. Subject to the terms of this
contract, the Contractor shall be paid a percentage of the contract price reflecting the percentage
of the work performed prior to the notice of termination, plus reasonable charges the Contractor
can demonstrate to the satisfaction of the Government using its standard record keeping system,
have resulted from the termination. The Contractor shall not be required to comply with the cost
accounting standards or contract cost principles for this purpose. This paragraph does not give
the Government any right to audit the Contractor's records. The Contractor shall not be paid for
any work performed or costs incurred which reasonably could have been avoided.
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(m) Termination for cause. The Government may terminate this contract, or any part hereof, for
cause in the event of any default by the Contractor, or if the Contractor fails to comply with any
contract terms and conditions, or fails to provide the Government, upon request, with adequate
assurances of future performance. In the event of termination for cause, the Government shall not
be liable to the Contractor for any amount for supplies or services not accepted, and the
Contractor shall be liable to the Government for any and all rights and remedies provided by law.
If it is determined that the Government improperly terminated this contract for default, such
termination shall be deemed a termination for convenience.

(n) Title. Unless specified elsewhere in this contract, title to items furnished under this contract
shall pass to the Government upon acceptance, regardless of when or where the Government
takes physical possession.

(o) Warranty. The Contractor warrants and implies that the items delivered hereunder are
merchantable and fit for use for the particular purpose described in this contract.

(p) Limitation of liability. Except as otherwise provided by an express warranty, the Contractor
will not be liable to the Government for consequential damages resulting from any defect or
deficiencies in accepted items.

(g) Other compliances. The Contractor shall comply with all applicable Federal, State and local
laws, executive orders, rules and regulations applicable to its performance under this contract.

(r) Compliance with laws unique to Government contracts. The Contractor agrees to comply
with 31 U.S.C. 1352 relating to limitations on the use of appropriated funds to influence certain
Federal contracts; 18 U.S.C. 431 relating to officials not to benefit; 40 U.S.C. chapter 37,
Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards; 41 U.S.C. chapter 87, Kickbacks; 41 U.S.C. 4712
and 10 U.S.C. 2409 relating to whistleblower protections; 49 U.S.C. 40118, Fly American; and
41 U.S.C. chapter 21 relating to procurement integrity.
